GERMANS ARE ATTACKING

They Are on the Offensive 

North of Arras and Also 
in the Argonne — French 
Claim to Have Repulsed 
All Attacks. 


London,, July 4.—At a rate estimated 
at five miles a day, General von Mack- 
ensen’s German forces are still swing- 
ing northward in Galicia and Poland 
in a,colossal and daring endeavor to 
drive a wedge into the Russian center 
and dislodge the Russians from the 
Vistula river and force them back over 
the .Bug, thus splitting the grand 
duke’s forces into two sections, with 
thousands of acres of swamp and 
marsh land between them, 

If the Austro-Germans can continue 
their progress another week, even the 
British. press admits the Russians will 
have to give up Warsaw, and with it 
the whole line. Meanwhile the Ger- 
mans are massing more troops in the 
Baltic provinces, and the recent en- 
counter in the Baltic seems to suggest 
that they contemplate co-ordinate na- 
val action, but it is possible that the 
Bea operations only were a feint. 


HARD FIGHTING 
BY RUSSIAND. 


In southeast Galicia the Russians 
are fighting tenaciously and have the 
advantage of a remarkable series of 
parallel rivers beyond the Gnila Lipa 
and the <Austro-German advance is 
likely ter be costly. 

Thus, on their two extreme wings, 
the, Russians appear to be firm, and 
where they are retreating, it still is 
claimed, their retirement is orderly 
and accompanied by vigorous rear- 
guard operations. The Austro-Ger- 
mans advancing in the center, more- 
over, are getting deeper into a coun- 
try covered with forests and streams 
and barren of railways, between the 
middle Vistula and the Buze—natural 
advantages to the Russians, military 
writers here emphasize. They point 
out, too, the daily lengthening chain 
of Austro-German communications, 
which brings an gdded burden to the 
Teutonic allies. 


GERMANS AIM 
AT WARSAW. 


Some of the British public think the 
time has come for Great Britain and 
France to begin a general offensive 
and force a transfer of German troops 
from the east, but the more conserv- 
ative military writers think the time 
is not at hand, and that the best aid 
England can lend her eastern ally is 
to pour into Russia every ounce of am- 
munition that can be spared without 
curtailing the necessary supply at the 
western front. 

One of the main aims of the Ger- 
mans in the east is a vast move be- 
hind Warsaw, embracing Brest- 
Litovsk, one of the strong Russian 
bases. Civilian residents of Warsaw, 
Say Petrograd dispatches, already are 
leaving the city because of the possi- 
bility of German occupation. Circu- 
lars dropped from German aircraft on 
the Polish capital predict Warsaw's 
fall by the end of July. 

As an explanation of the continued 
retirement of the Russian center, a 
Petrograd dispatch says: “The Rus- 
sians will refuse to accept serious bat- 
tle in a country devoid of railways.” 


GERMANS ATTACK 
IN THE WEST. 


Germany’s new attack in the west 
shares interest now with the Teutonic 
attempt to weld an ring about 
Warsaw the east. 

For many days the French forced 
the issue in that fiercely contested ter- 
ritory north of Arras: now the Ger- 
mans are the aggressors. 

Similarly, in the Argonne the Ger- 
mans have taken the offensive and have 
captured 2,556 officers and twen- 
tv-five guns and mine 
throwers. They have occupied a sec- 
tion of the north of Fey-en- 
Haye, after having stormed French po- 
sitions along a front of over a third of 
a mile. 

There have been rumors that the Ger- 
mans were bringing reinforcements to 
the west, and, although no confirmation 
of this has been forthcoming, their new 
activity might indicate the arrival of 
reinforcements, or anticipation of a 
proposed attack by the allies, which 
it would be to their interest to check 
in its inception. 

The German attack north of Arras, 
along the Angres-Ablain road, was in 
close formation, and the Teutons suf- 
fered severely. According to the French 
they were repulsed at this point, as 
well as in their attempt to storm the 
village of Fey, west of Pont-a-Mousson. 
Heavy bombardments have been in or- 
der in Belgium, along the Meuse anu 
in the Vosges.

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GOD-SPEED IS BIDDEN 
10 OLD LIBERTY BELL 


Precious Relic of Revolution 
Begins Journey Across the 
Continent Today. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 4.—Thousands 
went to Independence hall today to 
bid God-speed to the Liberty bell, 
which will. be started tomorrow across 
the continent to the Panama-Pacific 
exposition. The journey will be the 
longest ever made by the bell, and 
arrangements have been 
made to guard it from injury. Along 
the route preparations have been made 
for patriotic demonstrations that 
promise to. surpass any that have 
marked the progress of the bell on 
previous pilgrimages. 

Twelve of the (fifteen governors 
through whose states the bell will pass 
have replied to invitations of council's 
Liberty bell committee to travel on the 
special train within their respective 
borders. ° 

The train that will carry the bell 
will consist of five cars in addition to 
the bell car. To avoid shocks and 
eliminate vibration the all-steel gon- 
dola car on which the bell will ride 
has been equipped with specially de- 
signed springs. The car has been test- 
ed on trial runs at all speeds up to 55 
miles, and even at the highest speed 
vibration was barely. perceptible. 

The bell will be suspended in the 
center of the car from a huge frame 
of seasoned ash, weighing about a ton. 
In order that people near whose home 
the relic will pass at night may see it, 
a special lighting system has been de- 
signed for the car. 

A large reflector has been arranged 
so that the light will be sufficient to 
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zive an excellent view of the bell from!

Berlin, However, Makes No 
Mention of Loss of Battle- 
ship, But Reports Destruc- 
tion of the Mine-Layer 
Albatross. 


Petrograd, July 4.—(Via London, 
July 6, 3:53 a. m.)—A war office com- 
munication today says that on Friday 
a Russian submarine blew up a Ger- 
man warship of the Deutschland class 
which was steaming at the head of a 


German squadron at the entrance of 


Danzig bay. 

The statement says: 

“On Friday, at the entrance of Dan- 
zig bay, a submarine, with two torpe- 
does, blew up a German warship of 
the Deutschland class, which was 
steaming at the head of a German 
squadron. 

“One of our destroyers rammed a 
yerman submarine which was attempt- 
ing to approach our warships. The 
submarine failed to reappear on the 
surface. Our destroyer suffered slight 
damage in the collision. 


The German official account of the 
battle off the Swedish island of Goth- 
land admits the loss of only the Ger- 
man mine layer Albatross. The 
Deutschland class consists of five 
ships laid down in 1903-4-5. They 
are the Deutschland, the Hannover, 
the Pommern, the Schweslig-Holstein 
and the Schlescen. These vessels are 
pre-dreadnaughts of 13,200 tons dis- 
placement and carry a complement of 
729 officers and men in times of peace. 
The’ Deutschland vessels are armed 
with four 11-inch, fourteen 6.7-inch 
guns and twenty 24-pounders and are 
equipped with six submerged torpedo 
tubes. They are built to travel 18 
knots an hour and cost complete about 
$6,000,000 each, 


PLUCKY FIGHT 


BY THE ALBATROSS. 

Berlin, July 4.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville, N. Y¥.)-®The plucky fight of the 
7erman mine layer Albatross against 
four Russian cruisers of the armored 
class and what is charged by German 
naval officers as a Russian violation 
of Swedish neutrality, claimed public 
attention in Berlin today. 

According to Swedish and Danish re- 
ports, the Albatross, {n a dense fog, 
lost sight of accompanying small 
cruisers and suddenly was attacked by 
four big ships. The mine layer fought 
desperately for several hours, but was 
driven toward the Swedish coast and 
finally entered Swedish waters. The 
captain ran the ship aground near 
Henviker. 

The Russians, it {s said, continued 
firing long after the Albatross entered 
Swedish territory. The Oestegarn 
lighthouse was hit and the keeper was 
compelled to flee. 

The Albatross was hit about thirty 
times. Lieutenant Loewenberg and 27 
men were killed and many others were 
wounded. One shell entered the ship 
hospital, killing ten wounded men and 
fatally wounding a doctor. 

After the Albatross was beached the 
captain assembled the crew around the 
flag flying aft, the foremost having 
been shot away. They sang the na- 
tional hymn and gave three cheers for 
the emperor and the fatherland. The 
captain then struck the flag and re- 
quested the Swedes to intern ship and 
crew. 

The Swedish government, these ad- 
vices say, immediately ordered the Swe- 
dish minister at Petrograd to protest 
vigorously against the violation of 
Sweden's neutrality. 

The Russian cruisers, after the ac- 
tion with the Albatross, were engaged 
by one large .warship and_= several 
small German cruisers off the coast 
and disappeared hotly pursued by the 
Germans.

There is no doubt the peace pronuncia- 
mento of the German socialists has the sym- 
pathy of a much larger portion of the peo- 


ple of that country than official Germany is 
willing to admit.

honorable peace. As much as the imperial 
government sought to discount and mini- 
mize that report, there is undoubted evi- 
dence of its spread in the fact that the 
socialists have grown bold enough to make 
public proclamation of their views, in which 
they declare that peace “is warmly desired 
by the whole nation.” 

The German socialists are opposed to the 
conquest of foreign territory; and they be- 
lieve Germany, unconquered if not uncon- 
querable, can, on this basis, initiate the 
peace movement to her own advantage and 
at the same time in a manner which will 
restore her to friendship with neighboring 
nations. 

But Emperor William and his advisers 
will have none of it. Engaged in the war 
too evidently for the war’s sake, the people 
must submit until it suits imperialism and 
militarism to come to terms. The kKaiser’s 
answer to the socialist appeal for peace 
was the indeiinite suspension of the Vor- 
waerts, a leading newspaper of Berlin, which 
had the temerity to publish it. This pun- 
ishment was inflicted upon the theory that 
it might create “highly undesirable im- 
pressions abroad.” 

Whatever impressions, undesirable from 
the imperial standpoint, be created 
here or in other countries, will grow out of 


may 


the socialist document itself, and not out of 
publication or absence of it in any German 
newspaper. Freedom of the press is a 
thing unknown in Germany; the paper, 
particularly in war times, which makes any 
publication contrary to the. government’s 
wishes, or views, whether wittingly or not, 
may expect the punishment of suspension 
forthwith. Only recently another leading 
Berlin paper was suspended indefinitely be- 
cause it published a statement of the “fire- 
eater,” Count von Reventlow, which said 
Germany could not afford to be governed 
by international law in prosecuting this 
war. Notwithstanding the fact that Count 
von Reventlow had only drawn a natural 
conclusion from established German policy, 
it was probably thought this would also 
create “a highly undesirable impression 
abroad.” 

It is easy to understand why the rest of 
the German press has either remained 
silent or has antagonized the socialist ap- 
peal for peace. The Damocles sword of sus- 
pension hangs dangerously near. It is easy, 
too, to understand why the people of this 
and other nations can place no reliance in 
German newspapers when it comes to the 
sentiment of the people. There is no diffi- 
culty in getting from them the sentiment 
of the government, but if public opinion 
should be at variance the German press 
conceals it or suffers punishment. 

In suspending The Vorwaerts, therefore, 
the imperial government has rather added 
to the weight of the evidence on the side of 
a public desire in Germany to bring the 
war to an end as speedily as possible. This 
is a matter in which the outside world will 
draw its own conclusions, regardless of the 
government’s effort at concealment. 

Unfortunately, the German government 
is so constituted that an overwhelming 
public sentiment in behalf of peace would 
ordinarily mean little in the direction of, at- 
tainment, in opposition to the imperial will. 
Is the socialist document another evidence 


of the fact that the German public, long ac- |

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customed to blind obedience disguised under 
the patriotic shibboleth of “Fatherland,” is 
at last waking up? 


HONESTY IN ADVERTISING. 


It ought not be necessary to enact a law 
to compel honesty in advertising; neither 
should it have been necessary to enforce by 
statute the purity of prepared foods.. But 
adulteration became so frequent and exten- 
sive that it was found impossible to protect 
the public in any other way and the pure 
food laws were enacted. The pure food 
laws are designed, largely, to correct false 
advertising and misrepresentation with re- 
gard to the quality and ingredients of Tood 
products. This is the advertising that ap- 
pears upon the package itself, and under the 
present laws which materially protect the 
consumer this statement must tell the truth 
regarding the ingredients and the quality of 
them. 

As was the case with many food products 
prior to the enactment of national and state 
pure food laws, so misrepresentation per- 
sists in considerable of the advertising of 
today, wherever opportunity is offered for 
it. Despite the efforts of honest and fair 
dealing merchants and of civic organizations 
which lend their able assistance in seeking 
to curb and suppress the fake and the fraud, 
these still pursue their unfair methods 
wherever the absence of legal prohibition 
permits of it. 

It begins to look as if prevention can 
come only through legal enactment. Several 
of the states have already enacted laws 
against false statement and willful misrepre- 
sentation in advertising, whether in newspa- 
pers, circulars, on posters, billboards or 
elsewhere, designed to deceive the public. 
Georgia, as yet, has no such law, and this 
state is considered a legitimate field for the 
faker who comes over night to get rid of a 
lot of hard stock by trying to make the 


+ people or some portion of them believe they 


are getting the biggest bargains of their 
lives. 

The Atlanta Ad Men’s Club has prepared 
a bill upon this subject, modeled after ef- 
fective laws in other states, which will be 
introduced at the present session by Repre- 
sentative Walter P. Andrews, of Fulton. A 
committee from the club will go before the 
proper legislative committees to urge the 
measure which is already promised by 
many strong advocates both in the house 
and senate. The bill is very. brief, not much 
more than a dozen typewritten lines in 
length, nor is there need to say more. It 
makes willful deception through advertis- 
ing in any form a misdemeanor and punish- 
able as such; and it should be, for in its last 
analysis it is getting money under false pre- 
tenses, and is pretty close to outright theft. 

The Constitution has always stood for 
honesty in advertising—and that is why 
some of the fakers keep out of these col- 
umns. This should be the attitude of every 
reputable newspaperg chiefly in the interest 
of the consumer, but also, and very properly, 
in protection of the rights of the honest 
merchant who is a fixture in the community, 
helps support it and has built his business 
and his reputation upon fair dealing. 

Georgia doesn’t need many more laws 
than she already has, but this is one which 
should be passed, nor should there be any 
question about it. The public is entitled to 
this protection and the legislature can well 
afford to give it without prejudice to any 
interest except that of the man who does not 
now hesitate to take advantage of the people 
because of its absence.

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CALLS ATTENTION 
TO GEORGIA LAW 
ON MOB VIOLENCE 


Not only are officers of the law clothed 
with ample authority for the suppression of 
mob violence, as was made clear in The 
Constitution’s quotations of the Georgia penal 
code several days since, but Judge Charles 
H. Brand, of Athens, judge of the superior 
court of the western circuit, has called the 
attention of The Constitution to the fact 
that it is a misdemeanor for any officer, so 
authorized, not to attempt to suppress such 
demonstrations. Further than this, it is 
also a misdemeanor for any citizen who is 
physically able to respond, not to respond to 
a summons from such an officer to assist 
him in suppressing mob violence. 

The penal code of 1895 says: 

“Paragraph 356. Duty of Officer Know- 
ing of Attempted Mob Violence Upon Citizen. 
Whenever any officer charged with the duty 
of preserving the peace and executing the 
lawful warrants of this state, has knowl- 
edge of any violence attempted to be per- 
petrated upon any citizen of this state by 
mob violence and without due authority of 
law, it shall be his duty to summons to his 
assistance, either in writing or verbally, 
when necessary, any of the citizens of the 
neighborhood or county, whose duty it shall 
be to prevent such mob violence, if in their 
power to prevent it, and they shall use every 
means in their power to prevent it. It shall 
be the duty of the sheriff or other officer 
charged with this duty, and of the posse 
Summoned as aforesaid to the end of sup- 
pressing a riot or preventing mob violence, 
to arrest the persons engaged in the same 
and place them in the common jail of the 
county, or other place of safety, to be dealt 
with as the law directs; and any person so 
engaged in mobbing or lynching any citizen 
of this state without due process of law shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for not less than one or longer than 
twenty years, and should death resu@t from 
such mob violence, then the person causing 
the death shall be subject to indictment and 
trial for the offense of murder. 

“Paragraph 357. Failure of Officer to Try 
to Suppress Mob Violence. Any sheriff or 
other arresting officer having knowledge of 
a meeting or assembling together of anv cit- 
izens of this state for the purposes set forth 
dn the preceding section, and failing to at- 
tempt in good faith to suppress the same, 
either by himself or by summoning a posse 
as prescribed in said section, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

“Paragraph 308. Failure to Assist Officer 
by Person Summoned, Any person thus 
summoned, who shall fail or refuse to respond 
to the officer’s summons, and assist in sup- 
pressing any mob violence being committed, 
or about to be committed as aforesaid (un- 
less such person is physically unable to re- 
spond), shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

“Paragraph 359. Persons Summoned to 
Bring’ Fire Arms. Whenever any citizen of 
this state shall be summoned as aforesaid, it 
Shall be the duty of the officer so summon- 


ing to notify such person to bring with him’ 


such fire arms or other weapons as are nec- 
essary to used in suppressing such mob 
violence, and it shall be the duty of such 
person to respond promptly with such arms 
or weapons he may be able to procure; 
and the arresting officer or his posse may, 
if the exigency of the case require, in order 
to prevent human life from being taken by 
mob violence, take the life of any person at- 
tempting mob violence, in order to prevent 
it Provided, life shall not be taken, unless 
it be necessary to save the life of the person 
being mobbed, or to protect the lives of such 
arresting officer or his posse.’’

BILL TO PROTECT 
CHILDREN IS URGED 
BY M. L. BRITTAIN 


Perhaps not a more unique bill will be 
presented for the consideration of the pres- 
ent general assembly than the proposed 
“shiftless father bill,”’ which State Superin- 
tendent of Schools M. L. Brittain will ask 
passed. 

Professor Brittain claims it is a long step 
forward in the direction of the solution of 
the problem of education of the negro and 
of spreading knowledge in rural sections and 
in white laboring classes. 

This bill would clothe city and county 
boards of education with authority to decide 
whether or not a parent of guardian is pro- 
viding children under his care with proper 
clothing, food and education. 

Penalty Is Provided. 

In case it is found that such is not 
the case the board may notify the proper 
officer and have the parent or guardian pros- 
ecuted as for a misdemeanor. This can be 
done only, of course, after the board has 
notified the parent of his violation of the 
law and the parent has refused to mend his 
The boards would also have discre- 
tion to take into consideration the mental 
or physical condition of the child, poverty, 
or pressing need for agricultural labor. 

Professor Brittain, in discussing this bill 
the other day, cited a case in the city of 
Atlanta where, he said, a father refused to 
allow his children an education solely on the 
sround that he had not had an education 
himself and he did not want his children to 
have advantages beyond those which he had 
had.

grown sons cried because 
such was the case when he was questioned 
about it,’ said Professor Brittain. “It is 
such cases as these that the bill is designat- 
ed to reach.” 

Provisions of Bill 

The “shiftless father” bill, in its principal 
provisions, is as follows: 

“Bach father or guardian in the state of 
Georgia shall be required to furnish the chil- 
under his care with necessary food, 
clothing, medical attention and education at 
least to the extent of ability to read and 
write the English language and to perform 
simple calculations in addition, subtraction, 
multipMication and division. In general the 
amount of training to comply with this law 
shall be regarded as that réquired by the 
completion of the studies in the third grade 
as a minimum. 

“The local 
county, is hereby 


dren 


board of education, city or 
clothed with authority to 
notify the parent or guardian on failure to 
comply with this law and if within thirty 
days thereafter, provision has not been made 
for the neglect, to which attention has been 
called, the board of education is authorized 
to notify the proper authorities to arrest the 
offending parent or guardian as for a mis- 
demeanor. Upon conviction, the penalty shall 
be a fine of $10 for the first offense or in 
default thereof, ten days’ work upon the 
public roads of the county. For each subse- 
quent conviction the penalty may be doubled. 

“Discretion is vested in the boards of edu- 
cation in the application of this law, to take 
into consideration the mental or physical 
condition of the child, poverty, or the press- 
ing need for agricultural labor.”

Declaring the negro was too closely 
connected with the development of the 
gouth ever to be considered apart from 
its economic and social plan, Dr. Booker 
T. Washington and Dr. John E. White, 
speaking in the Baptist Tabernacle 
Sunday afternoon, asked that the ad- 
justment of the two races be speedily 
worked out. 

The meeting. which was largely at- 
tended and was arranged by the Evan- 
gelical Ministers’ union for the ob- 
Bervance of ‘“‘Americanization day,.”’ Dr. 
Cc. B. Wilmer, rector of St. Luke's Epis- 
copal church, presided. The Tuskegee 
quintet rendered an excellent program. 

“In building Tuskegee _ institute,’ 
said Dr. Washington, “it has been the 
aim of those in charge to brush aside 


all artificialities and get down to the) 


bed rock in studying the conditions 
@nd needs of the negro. It was im- 
mediately apparent that the negroes 
were exceedingly anxious for their 
children to learn, but we were met with 
the stubborn idea that once their chil- 
dren had learned to read, write and 
cipher they would have to work with 
their hands no longer.
